One of the distinctive features of 
the Mack six-cylinder bus which 
no other bus manufacturer has at- 
tempted is the complete suspen- 
sion of the engine and transmis- 
sion in Mack rubber shock insula- 
tors.

E DO not refer to “nearly” accidents, as might at first 
blush be suspected, but to the nuances ef the tonsorial 
wrt as aided and abetted by the automobile, a combination 
produced by the progressiveness of a Youngstown, Qhio, 
barber. This enterprising individual has worked out a sys- 
tem whereby customers who call on the phone and make a 
definite appointment are called for and brought to the shop 
in a car. It is said that the innovation has met with such 
favor that this particular shop is crowded all day long. 
The idea of maintaining a fleet of motor cars to 
fetch men who want to have thetr whiskers removed 
may seem like rather a large undertaking, but appar- 
ently it pays. The great fetish of the present age is 
“service.” In fact the word through excessive use is 
quite likely to acquire a not altogether favorable sig- 
nificance. Yet service is a good word and a mighty 
good quality. There are other fields of commercial 
endeavor besides barber shops which could well af- 
ford to give this super-service which not only serves 
but brings the customer to the place of service. 
Department stores have used fleets of motor buses to 
bring patrons to their shops, and-only a few days ago a great 
railway started a motor bus service which carries passengers 





from New York city to the platforms whence their trains are! 


scheduled to depart. It is safe to say that many other in- 
dustries will find a similar use for motor vehicles in the not 
distant future. This is a tip for. really constructive salesmen 
who can see possibilities for businesses in their cities and 
then can supply them with the needed | equipment. 


Moving Used Cars First 


UT in California an automobile dealer has hit upon an 
ingenious solution of the used ear problem, which, as 
a result, is no longer a problem. 

Here is the way this dealer works it: He has a sliding 
scale of commissions by which it is possible for a salesman to 
éarn as much as 8 per cent. on his total volume, new and used 
cars included. The commission paid on new car sales is 5 per 
cent. If, however, the salesman sells $1,000 worth of used 
ears during the month, he earns 6 per cént. on his gross. If 
he sells $1,500 worth of used cars his commission rises to 7 
per cent. And $2,000 in used car sales brings his rate up to 8 
per cent. 

With an incentive of this kind before them, the salesmen 
are on their toes all the time. They work just as hard on 
used cars as they do on the new ones, since the sales regis- 


tered in these second-hand products raise their commission 
on all business done. ° The net result to the dealer has been 
that used car stocks never get out of hand, and upon many 
occasions there is a dearth of used buys on the floor. 
$100,000 Salesmen 
[* a recent issue of the Automotive Daily News there 
appeared a picture of a group of salesmen, sitting on the 
steps of the executive building of the Willys-Overland Com- 
pany at Toledo. There were some sixty men in this group, 
and the interest in the picture lay in the fact that every man 
in it had sold at least $100,000 worth of Willys products 
during a twelve months period. To retain membership in 
the club the salesman must keep on selling cars at that rate. 
It would be interesting to know how many salesmen 


throughout the industry reach this charmed circle of remu-} 


nerative effort. With more than sixty for a single company 
the total for the industry must be large. No wonder that 
the ambition of the energetic American boy is to become 
an automobile salesman.

Washington, Sept. 30.—The word 
“Atco” may be registered as a 
trade mark for stop lights, stop- 
light signals, etc., since prior use 
ard registration of the similar 
word “Apco”’ for pedal covers, etc., 
according to a decision rendered 
August 23, 1923, by Assistant Com- 
missioner Moore. The decision 
stated that Herbert G. Beyer, doing 
business as Atlantic Manufacturing 
Company of Baltimore, Md., is en- 
titled to register the word “Atco” 
as a trade mark for stop lights 
stop-light signals, combination 
stop and parking lights, parking 
stop-light switches, dash 
and radio switches, notwithstand- 
ing its prior use and registration 
by the Apco Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Providence, R. L, of the 
word “Apco” as a trade mark for 
automobile pedals, covers, anti- 
rattlers, brake-rod supports, axle 
braces, efc. 

The ground of the decision is 
that while the marks are so unlike 
as to be deceptively similar if ap- 
plied to the same goods, the goods 
of these parties are not of the same 
descriptive preperties.
